An  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  was  held  annually  from 
1 931  until  1 969.  Since  then,  we  have  held  exhibitions  in  the  New  City  Hall 
Gallery,  1970,  The  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  Gallery,  1972,  The  Boston 
Center  for  the  Arts,  1 973, 1 974  and  1 975  and  between  The  Guild  of 
Boston  Artists  and  the  Rockport  Artists  Association  from  1 976  to  1 982. 
In  1 983,  the  Members'  Annual  exhibition  was  held  at  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  Boston. 

In  1 966,  by  vote  of  the  membership,  the  name  of  the  Society  was  changed 
from,  the  Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters  to  the  Boston  Watercolor 
Society,  the  name  originally  used  by  the  organization  in  1 885.  Due  to  the 
continued  expansion  in  the  Society’s  membership  to  include  all  the  New 
England  states,  it  was  voted  to  change  the  name  to 
The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  in  1 980. 

In  1988,  1990  and  1992  the  New  England 
Watercolor  Society  has  sponsored  a North 
American  Watercolor  Open  Show  at  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Boston.  More  than  40  of  our 
members  were  juried  into  the  show  each  year  from 
a pool  of  over  600  artists.  Entries  were  from  all 
over  the  continent,  including  Hawaii,  Alaska,  Canada 
and  Puerto  Rico.
